(1. ) Tus dab was - 4 great 
multitude of People united in the ſame cruel 
Deſign; their Hoſts were numerous ; ſeveral 
Nations combined together, ready armed for 
War. Thus it has always been more or leſs 
with the Enemies of the Church of CuRISTH; 
they boaſt of their Numbers; and whatever 
private Differences or ſeparate Intereſts are 
fomented among themſelves, they are all ſwal- 
lowed up in a common Confederacy againſt 
the People of the Mos r HI; as we read 
in Rev. xvii. 13. Theſe ten Kings have one Mind, 
ond fhall give their Power and Strength to the 
Beaſt's Theſe ſhall make War with the Lamb: 
that is, with his People, for as to his Perſen 
he is out of their Reach, and beyond their 
Power; but he looks on the Oppoſition that 
is made againſt them, as levelled againſt him- 
{elf. | 

Tuts may indeed be more properly appli- 
ed at this — to the confederate Ene- 
mies of that victorious Monarch in Germany, 
whom Gop has raiſed up to be the Bul- 
wark of the Proteſtant Cauſe in thoſe Parts. 
Many Nations have gather'd againſt him, 
and have compaſſed him about like Bees;

but as He and We are both embarked in the 
ſame Intereſt, we may therefore look on his 
Enemies as ours. 

(2.) TursE combined Forces that came 
againſt Jeboſbaphat were the Deſcendents of 
pious Anceſtors, Out now Were became 4 en 
Race. 

Aab and e were the Children of 

Lot, and the Inhabitants of Mount Seir, or 
the Edomites ſprung from the Loins of faith- 
ful Abraham; but though they were allied 
to Iſrael by Blood, they had forſaken the 
true Religion, and betook themſelves to the 
Worſhip of falſe Gods. 

NoTnrinG is more evident than this, cat 
the Enemies with whom we are at War, 
inſtead of belonging to the Apoſtalic Church, 
are a Part of the Apoſtate Church of Rome 
for they have ſet up another Head in the 
ſtead of, and in oppoſition to the Loxp 
Jesus Cnr1sT, and have introduced into his 
Worſhip Jew:/þ Ceremonies and Pagan Su- 
perſtitions, and thereby have debaſed and 
corrupted it to the laſt Degree. Well, 


Jeloſbaphat's Enemies were Idolaters, and fo 
are ours.

(3.) Tur commenced Hoſtilities ayainſt 

9 without any Provocation on His 
Part. 

Ir is ſuppoſed indeed, — in the 
King of Syria's Quarrel, to be avenged on 
him for taking part with Ahab at Ramoth- 
Gilead. If fo, then he had reaſon to look 
on this Confederacy as a Scourge of divine 
Providence for his joining in Affinity with 

ſo wicked a King; and this looks very pro- 
bable from what the Prophet told him when 
he returned from that Battle, in which he 
narrowly eſcaped with his Life, Chap. xix. 2. 
Jelu the Seer went out to meet him, and ſaid to 
King Tehoſhaphat, Should/t thou help the Ungodly, 
and love them that hate the Lord? therefore is 
wrath upon thee from before the Lord. In con- 
_ ſequence {of this juſt and faithful Rebuke, 
Jeboſbaphat made a great Reform in his King- 
dom, both in civil and eccleſiaſtical Mat- 
ters: But though Gop forgave him his Ini- 
quity, he took Vengeance on his Inventions. 

Bur after all, whatever Teſtimony of the 


divine Anger there was in permitting theſe 
confederate Forces to come out againſt 


Feboſhaphat, they received no Provocation from 
him. He was at reſt in his Dominions, and 


ſatisfied with the Boundaries which the Pro- 
vidence

vidence of Gon allotted him; and yet they 
farmed a Deſign, and were bent upon exe- 
cuting it, without any formal Declaration 
of War, to invade his Borders, . plunder 
his Country, and to. extirpate the Religion 
and Liberties eſtabliſhed there. It is evident, 
ſuch a Spirit was in theſe Nations, from what 
we read in Hſal. IXxxiii. 3, 4. ſpeaking of 
Maab, Ammon, &c. They have taken crafty 
_ Counſel. againſt thy People, and conſulted again/? 
ty bidden ones. They have ſaid, Come, and kt 
as cut them off from being a Nation, that, the 
Name of Iſrael may be no more in Remembrance. 
So inveterate was their Malice, fo deſperate 
| were their Meaſures, that they were determin- 

ed to leave neither Root nor Branch. 
And thus it has always been, that Apo- 
ſtates rom the Church are poſſeſſed with a 
greater Share of Enmity againſt Gop and 
Goodneſs, than thoſe that were never in it. 
This is verified in the Conduct of the French 
Nation. Whatever be their Pretenſions to 
Givility and Politengſs in a Time of Peace, it 
is notorious, they act more like Barbarians in 
a Time of War. A Specimen of their In- 
humanity they gave about two Years ago, 
when Marſhal Richelieu cauſed the Proteftant 
[ e ſe in the Suburbs of Zell, to be 
burnt

burnt down, with the greateſt Part of the 
poor Children in it, whoſe Cries and Shricks 
could make no Impreſſion on the Hearts of 
the French. Another Hoſpital belonging to 
the ſame City was ordered to be burnt, in 
which were five People, who eſcaped by. 
ſome charitable Aſſiſtance out of a Window, 
This was making War as — and 
adding Cruelty to Devaſtation. ane 
 Morrover, when we inſpect their Con- 
cu in America, we ſhall find that they have 
been more ſavage than the Savages them- 
ſelves; for not only at the Þrftigation of theit 
Prieff and gutt, but by the expreſs Com- 
mand of the Governor of Canada, ſome 
Priſoners of the Indian Nations in alliance 
with us, were publicly burnt alive; and in 
order to give a keener Edge to the Reſent- 
ments of the Indiam in their Intereſt againſt 
us, they inſtructed them to believe, that the 
Engliſh crucified Yeſus Chrift*. It is univerſally 
known, that the French, contrary to a ſtipu- 

lated Article of Peace, began to c on 
our Property in America, ſent regular Forces 


Mr Pintard, an Officer in the Provincials, who was 8 
Priſoner at Ofxwego, in his Paſſage through the French Territories 
to Duebec, ſaw a Picture repreſenting our Saviour with Exgh/6 
"Soldiers, diſtinguiſhed by their Uniform, ſeourging him. 
into

into thoſe Parts, ſeized the Engli/h Traden 
by Force, and ſent them Priſoners to France; 
uſed every Art they were Maſters of to ſeduce 
the Indians from their Alliance with us; and 
to ſecure their Uſurpations, they erected, with 
an armed Force, a Chain of Forts on the 
Lands they had invaded; by which Means 
they were endeavouring to monopolize not 
only the valuable Trade of America, but all 
the Country, to themſelves. This Perfidy, 
together with very ſhocking Barbarities, they 
they were guilty of in a Time of Peace, with- 
out any the leaſt Provocation on our Part.

Tux came ſome and told him of it; 
and it was well the Report was brought 
him, that he might get an Opportunity of 
putting himſelf and his People into a Poſture 
of Defence. 

Ir is faid indeed, (1.) That he was afraid. 
The Suddenneſs of the News brought him, 
of a formidable Enemy being in the Heart

of his Kingdom, threw him into a Conſter- 
nation. Add to this, his Fear might be 
ſtrengthened with a Conſciouſneſs of Guilt 
in joining in the Expedition with hab. 
However, it is certain, there was in him a 
religious Fear of Gon, for at that Time he 
was afraid, he put his Truſt in him. This ap- 
pears in that, (2. ) be plied the Throne f Grace. 
He ſet himſelf” to ſeek the Lord, knowing no 
Time is loſt by Prayer. This was his own 
- perſonal and private Act. He had a Friend 
in Heaven, to whom he ſought for Direction 
and Succeſs: And they who have the Lo RD 
IE HO vA as their Ally, need not fear what 
Man can do unto them.

(3.) HE appointed a Day of ſolemn Falling 
and Humiliation throughout all Judah. He was 
not willing to be er in the Work of Pray- 
er, but called on all his Subjects to engage 
in this neceſſary ſpiritual Buſineſs. The whole 
Nation was ſtruck at by theſe formidable 
Enemies, and therefore the Duty was incum- 
bent on every Individual to gather together 
to humble themſelves before Gop, and im- 
plore his Almighty Aid. The Royal Pro- 
clamation was accordingly complied with; 
for out of all the Cities of Judah they came

Sven ſolemn Days have been appointed 
among us by our Legiſlature ſince the Com- 
mencement of the War; and though they 
have come round but very ſeldom, neverthe- 
leſs we have Reaſon to hope and believe, 
they have been Tokens for Good. Go p has 
put an Honor upon the united Supplications 
of his People, and has Horn! n for 
our Land.

(4. IN this ſolemn Aſſembly at Jong 
lem there was ſomewhat very obſervable; viz. 
Jeboſbapbat bimſel, Vu was the Mouth of the Peo- 
ple to Gop. 

H did. not lev the Prieſts Office 4 in 
burning Incenſe, but he took Solomon for his 
Pattern'in pouring out his Supplications be- 
fore the LorD in the midſt of the Congre- 
gation of Mael. And O what a joyful Sight 
muſt it be to the religious People among 
them, to behold their King going before 
them in the ſacred Duty of Prayer! It could 
not fail of putting Life and Vigor into them, 
to encourage them to * Gop would ap- 
pear for them.

WraTEveR military Preparations were 
made, he acknowledges they were all nothing 
without Gop. He ſeems to be in a great 
Strait becauſe of the Superiority of Number 
on the Enemy's Side, but yet he looks up- 
wards for all his Help, and leaves the whole 
Affair with; Go. We have no Might againſt 
this great Company that comes againſt us; neither 


| know we avhat to do, but our Eyes are upon thee. 


Thus may every Chriſtian ſay, when his own 


perſonal Affairs are entangled; or when his

ſpiritual Enemies invade his Soul, and break 
his Peace, or whatever be the Difficulties we 
are brought into, whether of a private or 
public Nature; it looks well when our Eyes 
are upon the Lox p, our Truſt in him, and 
our Expectations from Him. They who 
thus commit their Cauſe to a Covenant-Gop 
in Cu Is, will find ſooner or later, that he 
will ſhew himſelf ſtrong on their behalf. 80 
he did in the Caſe of Jelaſbaplat.

Gop is a Sovereign in the Anſwers he 
gives to the Prayers of his People. Some- 
times he lets them go on a long while crying 
to him, before he gives them any ſenſible 
Tokens of his Mercy. But the Caſe was 
quite otherwiſe before us. While eee | 
as | ſpeaking, the Lord heard bim. 
- Obſerve, (1.) The way Gop took to give an 
immediate Anſwer. It was by means of a. 
Levite, upon whom he poured the Spirit of 
Prophecy. Then upon Jehariel the Spirit of 
the Lord came in the midſi of the Congregation.” 
The Third Perſon in the adorable Gopnzar | 
ſtirred up this Man to make his Mind known 
to this great Aſſembly. And therefore, 
(2.) Tnis Prophet addreſſes himſelf not only to 
the King, but to all the People, with Thus 
| faith the Lokd. He had a divine Warrant 
for what he was going to ſay; and no doubt, 
a profound Silence was kept while he deli- 
vered the Will of Gop to them. The 
Matter of this Addreſs contains the tollow- 
ing Things: 
(J.) He heartens them againſt their 
Fears, with this Confideration,That the Battle 
was not theirs, but God's ; that is, as he tells

Ye ſhall not need to fight in 
this Battle ; ſet yourſeboes, fand ye flill, and ſee 
the Salvation of the Lord with you, O Fudah 
and Feruſalem. However ſtranze this Lan-

Faith, it muſt be a Word of great Com- 
fort to thoſe that believed; for they were 


hereby aſſured of the Victory, without ſo 
much as drawing the Sword, or fetching a 
Stroke. But notwithſtanding this, (2.) The 


Prophet orders them from Gop ro go out —_— 
the Enemy. 

 Trovcn Gop had given than this Aſſur- 
ance that he would do all for them, yet he 
obliges them to be found in the Way of Duty. 
They were to proceed in their March againſt 
their Adverſaries, as if they were actually 
to be engaged in Battle; and at the ſame 
Time to truſt in the Loxp, who had promiſed 
to give them the Victory, without any Stall 
or Proweſs on their Part. 

No matter how this was to be brought 
about; it was their Buſineſs to believe the divine 
Word, and leave the Event. Gop would do 
as he had ſaid. And this is the Office of 
Faith in every Age and among all the People 
of Gov. He has promiſed, that he will be 
with them, to extricate them out of their

Troubles; and when they cannot ſee the 
Manner any more than the Time of their 
Deliverance, they are yet to hold on in the 
Way of they Duty, and truſt him for all 
they want. Net one good Thing pull fail of

Lr us now obſerve, [4.] How this Aſſurance 
of Vittory was received ly Jeboſhophat and bi 
Subjects. | 
Tuxx could not but own, it was an en- 
couraging Word to them; but this was not 
all, for in Teſtimony of their Reverence for 
the Word of God, and of their Thankful- 
neſs for his gracious Promiſe, They bowed their 
| Heads, they fell before him, and worſhipped bim; 
and the Levites flood up to praiſe the Lord Gop 
of Iſrael with a loud Voice on high. Though the 
Victory was not yet theirs, nevertheleſs Gop 
hadſpoken to them in his Holineſs, and therefore they 
rejoiced.—Thus the Day began with Groans 
and Tears, but it ended with Praiſe and Gra- 
titude, Weeping endured for a Night, for a 
ſhort Space, but Joy actually came in the Morn- 
ing. I go on then, 

(5. To ſhew you what @ glorious Work the 
Lokp wrought for them the next Day. 

Tax Aſſembly was diſmiſſed for that Night, 
with Orders to come together the next Morn-

ing; and accordingly hey roſs early. It was 
not a Seaſon to indulge their Eaſe, but as 
People that have a great deal of Buſineſs 
before them, they were upetimes ; for 
though the Victory, as I ſaid, was promiſed 
without their fighting for it, yet they were 
commanded of Gop to march towards the 
Enemy, as if they were to give them Battle. 
This Order was punctually executed. They 
went forth towards the Wilderneſs of Tekoa ; 
and when they had got at ſome Diſtance 
from Jeruſalem, Feboſh aphat ordered them 
to halt, and then, (1.) He made a Speech to 
them, the Subſtance of which was this, Be- 
lieve in the LORD your Gop, ſo ſhall ye be efta- 
bliſhed ; believe his Prophets, ſo ſhall ye proſper. 
A ſerious and ſuitable Addreſs indeed, well- 
ſpoken, and well-timed. Gop had affured 
them of Victory by his Prophet the pre- 
 cefgding Day; and now they were juſt going 
againſt the Enemy, nothing more ſeaſonable 
than for their King to exhort them to truſt 
the divine Faithfulneſs, which would bring 
along with it both Efabliſhment and Proſpe- 
rity, that is, a Fixedneſs of Heart within, 
and an happy Iſſue of Affairs without. And 
this will be found an experimental Truth 
in all our Concerns, whether of a public 
or 


N , - 

or perſonal Kind; the more we rely on a 
Covenant-Gop in Cur1sT, the more firm 
and ſtedfaſt will our Hearts be in Seaſons of 
Diſtreſs and Danger. He /hall not be ofraid 
of evil Tidings, bis Heart is fred, truſting in 

the Lord. 

=. Irnosnargar entered into a Conſulta- 
den with the People ; i. e. with the Heads and 
Leaders of the People, with his Officers of 
State, and the Captains of his Hoſt, know- 
ing, that in the Multitude of Counſellors there is 
| ſafety. You ſee he took all neceſſary Precau- 
tions, and uſed all Means imaginable, juſt 
as if he had no Aſſurance of Victory. This 
was not done in a Way of Diſtruſt, but 
it was conſiſtent with the higheſt Confidence 
in Gop; for indeed, the more Faith is in 
proper Exerciſe, the greater Diligence will 
be exerted in the Uſe of appointed Means. 

IF this Conſultation may be called a 
Council of War, it was of a very peculiar Na- 
ture. There was no debating in it, what 
Methods to take in ofder to attack the Ene- 
my, or even to defend themſelves. 

Bur, (3.) The Reſolution formed in it was 
this, That Singers to the Lord ſhould be ap- 
pointed to lead the V. an ; and accordingly we 
read of their going before the Army, with 
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the high. Praiſes of God: in' their Mouths; but no 
mention is made of a #w9-edged Sword in their 
Hands, for they were not called to be ſo much 
as the I»ftruments of obtaining the Victory, 
but only to be Spefators of the Deſtruction 
of their Enemies. This was the Burden of 
their Song, this the Chorus in which they 
united; Praiſe the LoxD, for bis Mercy en- 
dures for ever. However whimſical or en- 
thuſiaſtical this Diſpoſition of Things might 
appear to the Enemy, to ſee a Company. of 
Singers, marching in the Front of the Army, 
ſinging all along as they advanced, neverthe- 
leſs by this Triumph before. the Battle, they 
expreſſed that their Dependence was on IR- 
HOVAH alone, to fight for them, according to 
his Word. And ſo it was, for, (4.) He gave 
them an immediate, miraculous and celeſtial Vic- 
tory over theſe confederate Powers. 

Tur was a memorable Victory which 
Hrael gained under Deborab's Government, 
when it is ſaid, Judges v.20. The Stars in 
their Courſes: fought againſt Siſera ; by which 
ſome underſtand, that the heavenly Bodies 
ſhot forth their malignant Influences, The 
Language is poetical, and perhaps the Mean- 
ing is, that the Victory came down from 
Heaven ; it was altogether a divine Opera- 

tion. 
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tion. At another Time, he Loxp cg down 
great 'Hailftenes, and thereby ſlew the Adver- 

verſanes of his People, for the Treafiires of 
Hail he reſerves againſt the Day ef” Battle and 
Har. He has the abſolute Government of 
-univerſal Nature in his own Hand, and can 
make what Creature he pleaſes to be the 
Inſtrument of Deſtruction. But it was quite 
otherwiſein the Caſe before us, for here it is 
ſaid, The LorD ſet Ambuſhments againſt theſe 
combined Forces: Some think they were 
Hoſts of Angels; but it ſhould rather ſeem, 
their own Ambuſhments, for they ruſhed out 
one upon another: The Ammonites and Moa- 
bites firſt deſtroyed the Inhabitants of Serr, 
and "then every one helped to deſtroy another. 
Gop mingled a perverſe Spirit among them, 
and fo blinded their Minds, that they were 
thrown into ſuch wild Confuſion, in which 
they . daſhed one againſt another, and like 
Potſherds of the Earth were broken in pieces. 
We cannot account for this mutual Enmity 
and ſudden Slaughter, but by pointing up- 
wards to the over-ruling Power and Pro- 
vidence of Gop, who can with the greateſt 
caſe infatuate the wiſeſt of Men, and diſ- 
unite them who are knit together in the 
firmeſt Aſſociations ; for there is no Wiſdom, 
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nor Underſtanding, nor Counſel, againſt the Lon p. 
When he undertakes to deliver his People, he 
will carry his Point; and this he did in Fa- 
vour of Feboſhaphat, i in a moſt amazing Man- 
ner, that there as not one of bis Enemies eſcaped. 
The Defeat was total, the Victory was com- 
pleat. Thus Gop ſecured, the Glory of the 
Conqueſt to himſelf, for it was his own im- 
mediate Hand that obtained it. It was by 
the Artillery of Heaven alone that this nu- 
merous Hoſt was overcome.. 'The Battle was 
the Loxp's, and therefore the Honour of the 
Day was his alſo. _ 

AFTER this, mention is made of Jeboſhe- 
Pbat- and his People being employed three 
Days in gathering of the Spoil, it was ſo much; 
ſo that the Wealth of the Sinner was laid up 
for the Juſt, But that which I ſhall. parti- 
cularly remark is,theThanksg:uings with which 
this important Victory was celebrated. Or 
the faurth Day they aſſembled themſelves in the 
Valley of Berachah, for there they bleſſed the 
Lord; therefore the Name of the ſame Place was 
called the Valley of Berachah unto this Day. The 
Place received its Name from the Work per- 
formed in it; Berachah, in the Hebrew 
Tongue, ſignifies BI ing; and the Object 
they bleſſed was Gop, as the Author of the 

Victory. 
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Victory. Gor had 6 them with a diſtin- 
guiſhed Manifeſtation of his Power, and 
they” bleſſed him by giving him the Praiſe of 
it. This was finging Te Deum in the Camp; 
and a juſt and neceſſary Reaſon there was 
for it. But not to let this remarkable Inter- 
poſition of the divine Power and Goodneſs 
paſs over without farther Notice, They all 
returned to Feruſalem with Jay, with their King 
at the Head of them, and in this folemn 
Proceſſion they went to the Houſe of Gon. 
It was in the Temple they met, when they 
faſted and prayed, and in the Temple they 
aſſembled again to offer their Sacrifices of 
Praiſe, for ſo memorable a Victory. 7. Bey 
came with Joy, for the Lord had made them re- 
Jouce over their Enemies. 

Now, though wwe have no ground to ex- 
pect at any time ſuch miraculous Diſplays of 
Providence in our Favour; hevertheleſs, by 
that Series of public Mercies, by that Con- 
fluence of Succeſſes with which the LorD 
has bleſt our national Undertakings, we are 
loudly called upon to make a public Acknow- 
ledgment of him. Our Victories are the 
handy-Works of Gop ; and if we regard nat 
the Works of the Lerd, nor conſider the Opera- 
tions of his Hand, he threatens we ſhall be 
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deſtroyed, and not built up. We all know this 
has been a very diſtinguiſbed Near indeed, and 
will ſhine with a peculiar Luſtre in the An- 
nals of Great-Britain. According to this Time, 
it ſhall be ſaid of Jacob and of Iſrael, (in a way 
of Admiration) What bas God wrought ! 

— Troven it is foreign to my Text, yet not 
to the Work of this Day, I ſhall, 

1. In a few Words take Notice of our 
Obligations to the gracious Providence of 
Gop for that large Abundance of good Things 
with which the Earth was loaded this Year. This 
is a national Bleſſing, and therefore requires 
our public Praiſes. 

Nor three Years ago, you remember what 
a general Complaint there was among the 
Poor of the Land for want of Bread; ſo 
that the Country was filled with Riats and. 
Inſurrections, upon the Apprehenſion of an 
artificial Famine. Whether this was ſuppoſed 
or real, it was judged neceſſary at that Junc- 
ture, to import large Quantities of Corn from 
foreign Parts. But what a merciful Differ- 
ence has God put between that, and the pre- 
ſent Seaſon? The Earth brought forth by 
handfuls the laſt Summer, and a moſt fa- 
vourable Opportunity was given us for the 
gathering in all Kinds of Grain, that now 

our 
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our Cup runs over. We hear of Exportes 
tions going forward, which I am not called 
to ſpeak either for or againſt ; but it is my 
Buſineſs to call on you all to aſcribe Praiſe 
toGop for this great Increaſe. Deut.xxviii.47. 
Me are to ſerve the Lord our God with Foyfulneſs 
and Gladneſs of Heart for the Abundance of all 


Things. Conſider how eaſy it is for Gop to 
3 a Famine of Bread in a Time of War, 


and thereby make the Calamity inſupport- 
able. 

I might alſo obſerve under this Head, the 
happy Situation we are in, as our Lot is caſt 
in ſuch an I/land as this; for we have often 
heard, how the Produce of the Field has 
been deſtroyed on the Continent by the Ir- 
ruptions of foreign Troops ; but though we 
are ſo advantageouſly ſituated, that the Wa- 
ters are round about us, our Rampart the Sea, 
and our Wall from the Sea; nevertheleſs, Self- 
Confidence very ill becomes us, becauſe, that 
Gop who has placed us here, could ſoon 
make the Sword of his Juſtice to approach 
to us in that awful Way which is deſcribed. 
in Jer. v. 15, 16, 17. Lo, I will bring a Na- 
tion upon you from far, O Houſe of Iſrael, ſaith 
the Lord; it is a mighty Nation, it ts an ancient 
Nation, à Nation whoſe Language thou knowe/t 
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net, neither underſlandeft what they ſay. 

Quiver is as an open Sepilchre, they are = 
. mighty Men. Anil they ſhall eat up thine Harveſt 
and thy Bread which thy Sons and thy Daugb- 
ters ſhould eat ; they ſhall eat up thy Flocks and 
thy Herds ; they ſhall eat up thy Vines and thy 
Fig-trees : they ſhall impoveriſh thy fenced Cities 
wherein thou truſted} with the Sword.” But 
adored be the Riches of the divine Goodneſs, 
none. of theſe things are come upon us; but 
inſtead thereof, our Barns are filled with 
Plenty, and ourQuiet is undiſturbed at Home. 
Pſal. exliv. 13, &c. Our Garners are full, af- 
fording all Manner of precious Store, and there 
is no complaining in our Streets, -Happy 1s the 
People that is in fuch a Caſe, yea, happy is that 
People whoſe Gop is the Loxd. Shall we make 
no mention of this Loving-kindneſs of the 
LoRD? Shall this Profuſion of divine Good- 
neſs paſs for nothing? Has Gop thus opened 
the Stores of his Mercy, and poured out a 
Bleſſing upon us, and ſhall not our Hearts 
and Lips be open to ſhew forth his Praiſe? 
He has told us in I/a. lxii. 8, 9. I will no more 
give thy Corn to be Meat for thine Enemies, but 
they that have gathered it ſhall eat it, and 
praiſe the Lord. Let us then, inſtead of eating

nor do I ſpeak of the Souls, even of our public 
Enemies, for in this View we are to pity 
and pray for them; but I now refer to our 
Enemies as in a State of War, a War of their 
own beginning; as I obſerved before, nothing 
 1smoreevident,thanthattheycommencedHoſ- 
| E tilities 
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tilities in a Time of profound Peace. They 
are to be looked on as Breakers of Treaties, 

and the Incendiaries of the World, over 

which they have been aiming for a long 

Succeſſion of Vears to extend an abſolute 

Monarchy. They are a People given to 

Intrigues / at one Time; full of Oppreſſion 

at another; ambitious in their Views, impla- 

cable in their Temper, reſtleſs in their Endea- 

vours, violent in their Perſecutions of the Pro- 

teſtants in their own Country, and continu- 

| .ally plotting to invade our Borders, becauſe 

| they envy our Land and our Liberties; -in 

a word, like a true Coward, they are cruel 

when ſucceſsful, but will fawn and. flatter 

when ſunk into Adverſity. This is the Na- 

tion, theſe are the Enemies with whom we 

are at War; Enemies to our Gop, our King 

and our Country, Enemies to our Souls and 

Bodies too. | |
